Responsive to the Election Requirement stated in the Office Letter 
dated March 16, 2007, Applicants elect for further prosecution, the claims 
corresponding to Group I, Species (a). Claims 1 and 3 correspond to the elected 
species. This election is made with traverse. 

The Election Requirement violates MPEP 1893.03(d). MPEP 
1893.03(d) requires that, when making a Lack of Unity of Invention Requirement, 
the Examiner must : 

...explain why each group lacks unity with each other 
group, specifically describing the unique special technical 
feature in each group. 

The Election Requirement provides no explanation of the unique special technical 
feature in each group. Also, there is no explanation why each group lacks unity with 
each other group. 

The Election requirement also violates MPEP 806.04(e). MPEP 806.04(e) 
specifically states: 

Claims are never species, (emphasis in the original). 

A quick review of the species set forth in the Election Requirement indicates that the 
Examiner simply created species by sequentially going through the claims and 
isolating language from each claim. This is improper.
